A Novel Sanitarium. 
LConrler-Journal.l 

Evory tonrlst who has been in 
Mammoth Cave will rocall the two 
small Bquare stone houses standing 
on tho loft-hand aide of the Graud 
avenue, about a mile within the ou- 
trace. Llkowlso the hard, impassive 
description of tho guide who Imparta 
the int.. mi. tii, ii that they were built 
In tho fifties for occupation by acolo- 
uy of consumptives, who vainly 
sought relief from tho certain fate 
which the lnequablo temperature of 
tho outside world foreshadowed, in 
tho dry and unchangeable atmos- 
plioro of the cave, but how, aftor an 
unsatisfied sojourn In the overlastlng 
gloom and silonce of their cavern 
oxile, retreated gladly to tho earth's 
surface, where the sunlight and the 
flowers at least lessened the terrors 
of death. After more than thirty 
years a project has been outlined, 
which looka to securing for Invalids 
the same results anticipated by the 
Mammoth Cave experiment, but 
under different conditions. A oave 
exists not far removed from the great 
one, which travelers seek, the air in 
which is asserted to be purer and 
drvor than that known anywhere 
olse. A company has been formed to 
build a sanitarium over the smaller 
cave, and bora down 126 feet to the 
bamber containing the stimulating 
and medicinal air, aud, by a pumping 
arrangement, force It upward ana 
distribute It throughout the roo-ns 
or the hotel In quantities and quality 
to suit the patients. This sounds 
Quixotic, but the promoters of the 
enterprise seems to be thoroughly 
convinoed of Its practical character, 
and the people of tho surroundiug 
towns regard the proposed scheme 
with seriousness, not unmixed, of 
course, with Incredulity, as to its 
results. Tho cave from which these 
much to be desired benefits arc to be 
derived Is not a recently discovered 
one by any means. There la a tra- 
dition that the Indians transported 
their sick wlthiu its healing walla, 
aud an evidence of the extraordinary 
nature of the atmosphere, is found In 
tho fact that Iron lined lYtlio con- 
struction of a cottage in It twenty 
/ears ago, is still unoxydlsed. Cap- 
talists of Bowling Green and Kua- 
sellvllle havo gone Into the move- 
ment for establishing there a great 
health resort and a building will 
shortly be begun. 



The Henderson Gas Well. 
The Henderson Journal says: 
Ex-Senator II. T. Kondal, who Is 
jneof the largest stockholders In 
the Trenton Bock Natural Gaa Co , 
of this city, returned yesurday from 
the well where bo baa been staying 
ever since the boring began. His 
report of the gaa la very encouraging. 
Ho says the flow of gas Is equal to 
that of any well In Meads oountv and 
(K-rhaps belter. The drill has now 
iieuctrated to » depth of 518 feet, and 
at 560 feet the drill will be stopped. 
The rock which supplies the gaa is 
sandstone and above It is an imper- 
vious stratum of elay. When the 
boring atop* the contractors will 
"shoot" the well, a technloal term 
for enlarging tho surface of rock 
supplying the gas, by the use of 
dynamite. Mr. Kendal thinks the 
present pressure Is sufficient for 
supplying the city of Henderson 
with manufacturing gas evon though 
it should not Increase lu flow."

A BIG IMPROVEMENT. 

What a I'rotrressivp Coiinril Can 
and Has Done 

Towards Beautifying One of Our 
Principal Streets. 
No one of an unbiased iniiid can 
fail to appreciate the great improve- 
ment that has been made to the gen- 
oral appearance of Ninth street from 
Main to the railroad. When tho 
grading was begun a great many peo- 
ple wore of tho opinion that the "Im- 
provement" would bo no improve- 
ment at all, and that it would 
bo labor and money lost to the c ! ty ; 
that no adequate bent-lit could result 
to anybody or anything, except to 
lighten the dratt of loaded wagons 
and add a few days more to tho 
not over-fed but overworked 
horsea that draw them ; that tho city 
would be spending its money foolish- 
ly, etc. 

But the new Council was deter- 
mined to carry out Its idea and the 
work was begun and has beeu pushed 
as rapidly as adverse circumstance* 
ould permit, and now, though not 
quite completed, tbe wiadom of the 
Council is clearly demonstrates. In 
place of a rough, unlevel street, and 
rougher and uneven pavements, the 
eye is gladdened with a smooth and 
well drained street, and the pedestri- 
an has beautiful and level pavemcuts 
to walk on. Strangers coming Into 
tbe city by rail can but be favorably 
impressed with tho enterprise of our 
people as they wend their way to the 
business part of town. 

In lowering t lie grade of the street 
the Council met several obstacles. 
The boulders had to be removed, the 
residence of Mrs. M. K. Rodgers, 
which was on aline with the pave- 
ment, had to bo moved back, the old 
pavements had to be torn up, curb- 
ing could not be obtained, shade 
trees bad to be removed, 
some of the property owners were 
nnfavorable to the project, etc., but 
street superintendent Twyinau bad 
instructions to go ahead and do the 
work and well has he done It. Mrs 
Itodgers' residence was moved bsck 
several feet from the street in such a 
perfect manner that sht tells us that 
the cream which had risen on a 
glass of milk iu one of ber rooms 
was not shaken sufficiently to break 
the akim. Nothing haa improved 
thla street more than moving this 
house back from the line of the 
pavement. Mrs. Itodgers ia woll 
aatlsfied with the change. 

The street at Its highest point has 
been lowered but two and a half 
feet. Twelve hundred loads of dirt 
were hauled away gratis by citizens' 
who needed_U lor filling up their 
lots,- Superintendent Twyman haul- 

and 

expense to the city for the 
whole work will not exceed 12,700 or 
•2,800- about half what most people 
would place it at. Mr. C W. Duck 
er and Dr. Gunn have had their 
yards graded and sodded, and they 
present truly a beautiful appearance. 

The property owners along tbe 
thoroughfare, as well aa the mem- 
bers of the three churches, are well 
pleased with the Improvement aud 
would not like to again have things 
bsck tbo way they were a few months 
since. 

It was the purpoae or tbe Council 
to change the grade and otherwise 
improve Beventh street thla year, but 
aa curbing could not be obtained In 
time, the work will piobably be de- 
ferred until next spring. Tbe ex- 
pense of that improvement will 
hardly bo as heavy aa that of Ninth 
alroct. 

Wbo can but endorse the action of 
tbe Council lu what they have done? 
Our city boasts of her good streets 
and excellent pavements, aud the 
present Council is entitled to a full 
share of praise frr what it has done 
in this direction. Let the good work 
go ou. The city's money has bceu 
well spent and economy; has lu every 
way characterized our "City Fathers."

Il first 
mad« IU appuuraneo lu Kncliind. and 
was generally known on Die continent 
as tho "Kngllsh sweat." It was ob- 
sorvod uonorally to spare foreigners in 
this country, and also to ho specially 
fatal to Knglishmon when It appoarod 
abroad; and it was suriniaod that tho 
immoderate iiso of beer, then so com- 
mon in England, reuderud its inhab- 
itants particularly suseeptlhlo to the 
dlsoase. l<eginiiiii<r In UIU. In the 
army of lllchraond, afterward lienry 
VIL, it spread quickly . over tbe 
country with most fatal results. 
It seems to have beou a spculcs of vio- 
lently inflammatory fovor, which 
auffuscd tho whole body wilh a felid 
persplrutlon, the crisis generally oc- 
curring within twenty-lour hours of 
the first seliiiro. Like most olhor 
epidemics, it was specially fatal to 
healthy, vigorous men In the prime of 
lifo. and hardly one per cent, of such 
recovered. In Loudon, whc.ro it raged 
with peculiar violence, two Lord 
Mavora aud six aldermen died in ono 
week. Thla first outburst continued 
its ravages until the en 1 of tho your, 
its cessation being noirly coincident 
with a violent tempest on New Yenr'a 
Day. HSU. which wns heretofore sup- 
posed to hnvo caused Us disappear- 
ance. Furthor outbrenks ol this epi- 
demic occurred In England in 1600 
1617, whon Ittau Lotdon suffered 
aeverely; and lu IUM nnd l.V.'U not 
only this country, bat also Franco and 
tiormnny. and. in a loss degreo, IIul- 
land. Sweden nnd Poland, wero visited 
by tho same pestiloue ?. Tba last ap- 
pearanco of tho sweating tick nana lu 
England was iu 166}, when the disease 
was particularly virulent in Shrews- 
bury und ihe valley of tho .Severn. —

How French Cream Cheese Is Made. 

Enough rennet Is added to Ihe morn- 
ing's milk, sot In n Jar at a tempera- 
ture of seventy degrees, lu coagulate 
In two or Ihreo hours, and then left 
for twenty to twenty-four hours. In- 
stead of any special mold, n common 
hair sieve mtty bo used. After pour- 
ing out tho whoy gathered on top of 
the curd, cut It with a skimmer In 
slices and Iny It on a sievo to drain; 
when this is done, cream In quantities 
to suit (but not mora than tlml from 
an equal quantity of milk ne was co- 
agulated). Is then added, and mixed 
by mashing wilh a wooden pest'e. like 
a potato-iuasher, until It la a uniform 
paste; this is then placed in wicker 
molds, as a rule, heart shaped, and 11

As Radford know ovcry house 
in Ave miles of tho placo and as hla 
money had boon stolen and the body 
had evidently been dragged, this ta'e 
Is decidedly diaphanous The kill- 
ing was a brutal assassination and 
Munford'a nock ahould pay tho pen- 
ally.

It Is too 
commonly assumed that a child's 
lungs are too weak to stand ordinary 
fresh air, to Judge by tho precautions 
that aro taken to shut up ovory pos- 
sible avenue through whloh pure air 
ran euter a room in whloh It Is kept 
There Ib perhaps no subject portaln- 
lug to hygiene upon which par- 
onts and nurses not so igno- 
nuitly or so pertinaciously refuse to 
be instructed as In this vital 
nccosetty of fresh air to every 
human bolng, young or old. alok or 
well. It Is all tho more neodful to the 
il.illcato child or the ailing adult than 
to othera. if that Is conceivable when 
It la an crtnlnly ossontlal to tho health 
of all The uhuse, howoter, Is moro 



noticeable In tho case of young chil- 
dren, and Infanta especially, who are 
entirely under the control of others in 
tho matter, and suffer from their lack 
of judgment or fatally misdirected 
prudonco. Dr. Oswald remarks: "Boys 
in kneo-bro. choB often manage to rem- 
edy tho evil by dint of strategy, while 
their pettlcoatod juniors have to stand 
the brunt of paternal Infatuation. 
Every form of dlsonso Is aggravated 
by tho influence of impure air." Hu- 
man beings can live a long 
time without food, but without 
air they can uot llvo six 
minutes. Their vitality in propor- 
tionally diminished by tho lack of pure 
air arid the Bubslltutloa of air that la 
vitiated and Inadequate to supply the 
sustenance required from It One 
cnuso of mlachlef In this direction Is 
the oonfuslon In many minds of tho re- 
lations of heat and cold to pure or Im- 
pure air. Kooms are shut up tightly 
to Itoep in tho heat but some econom- 
ical but obtuse people can not possibly 
see the use of having a warm fire with 
tho window or door open. It looks to 
them like a piece of extravagance, and 
••If you want tho door open what do 
you want a lire for?" seems to them a 
question Incapable of reasonable an- 
swor. Henco air famine Is not alone 
inflicted on tho babies, but Is frequent- 
ly made to curse the Individual and the 
family through llfo. -Good Hou«koe P -

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Undoubtedly, the most perfect mim- 
ic among the feathered tribes Ib tho 
American mocking-bird, a bird belong, 
lng to tho thrush family. On aocount 
of |its wonderful powers of Imitation, 
the aborlglnoa of Mexico called it 
centcoutlatlolll— namely, four hundred 
tongues or languages. It is during 
tho daytime that its imitative powers 
are usually exhibited; and so perfect is 
Its mimicry of the songs of other birds 
that oven tbo most practiced oar Is 
easily decoived thereby. Although It 
has never been known to imitate tho 
human voloo. Its powers extend to tho 
mimicry of tho cries and calls of other 
birds, tho mewing of cats, tho barking 
of dogs, cock-crowing, 
plg-Bqueaklng, creaking of 
numorous other sounds. 

The best imitator of the human 
voice la the parrot; but its powers a* a 
mlmio are so well known that we need 
not stay to enumorate thorn. 

It must not bo supposed that this 
faculty la confinod to ono or two ape- 
clea, for it Is possible that most birds 
are moro or leas endowed with it 
Many of the British species are exool- 
ent mimics, and although by no means 
so proflclont in tho art as tholr foreign 
brethreu, tho term "mocking-bird" 
might be very appropriately applied to 
not a few. The development of these 
powers frequently takes place when in 
confinement tbe exercise of tho faculty 
seeming to afford much enjoyment to 
tho performer. Among tho British 
birds which may be taught to utter 
words and short sentences are magpie, 
jay. starling and jackdaw. The flrat- 
mentioned of these. It la said, may be 
taught to apeak almost as plainly aa 
tho parrot does; and the starling may 
be taught to sny almost any thing, aa 
well aa to whistle tunes. A goldfinch 
has been known to mimic to the life the 
chirp of tho sparrow, the "Spink, 
spink," of the chaffinch, the twittering 
of the swallow, the bell-like "scold" 
of the blackbird, the notes of tho oxeye 
tit the buotlug. the whitethroat and 
tho wren— in fuct any and ovory bird's 
cry that ho had tho chance of hearing 
during his ten years' confinement 

The bullfinch Is a notable Imitator 
of tunos, whllo tho canary frequently 
reproduces parts of the airs t?>at have 
been whistled or played In his hearing. 
There Is on record a moat Interesting 
and curious case ot mimicry by a 
canary. A guntleman. having taken 
temporary rooms in a Ixindon lodging- 
house, was much disturbed during his 
first evoning's stay there by the per- 
sistant striking of a clock (utterly re- 
gardless of lime) outside his room. 
It became so annoying to him that he 
openod the door for tho purpose ot 
calling his landlady, when, to his sur- 
prise, tho sound suddonly ceasod. 
Upon questioning the landlady he 
found that tho sound was made by a 
pel canary whose cage was placed in a 
window-seat outside bis door. The 
imitation was so exact that It was im- 
possible to detect the fraud by the ear 
alone. 

Reculver Marsh, on the coast ol 
Kent Is much frequented by lapwings 
and sky-larks, the latter of which have 
adopted the peculiar and well-known 
alarm-cry of tho plovor. These birds 
aro also Imitators of tbe cry of the 
ringed plover. 1'rofessor Newton tella 
of anothor Imitator of the lapwing — 
the starling, who. moreover, haa been 
hoaid to Imitate tho twittering of tbo 
swallow. Jays, again, are said to bo 
able to reproduce tho peculiar notes ot 
tho carrion orow. 

There aro very few persons who 
hnve intruded upon the nesting-ground 
of the lapwing who have not been de- 
ceived by the ptteoua cry and painful 
fluttering of nn apparently-wounded 
bird; for tho plover la an cxoelent 
mimic in this respect and by these 
means succeeds In drawing off the 
novice from her nested treasure. Tit- 
larks, wild ducks, wiigtalls and sand- 
plpore also thus exorcise their reason- 
ing facultlos und powers of mimicry, 

Death-aimulatlon la a species of 
mimicry or fraud unfrequently 
practiced by birds when siffidenly 
alarmed. Tho following Is one out of 
tbe numerous Instiincea that might be 
cited: Somo ton yards from her neat 
on Lough Noagh, a water-hen was Sit 
covered lying on her side, partly In 
the water, hor head being concealed 
by oue of tho lurgc loose stones whloh 
lay about the Bput Tho bird waa 
picked up by the lip of the wing, and 
as its limbs were relaxed, and to all 
appearance it was quite dead, the 
holder' was about to drop It to the 
ground again, whon, to his intense 
astonishment the mimic suddenly 
flopped its wings and took to flight 
The lundrall hits boon known to simu- 
late doath in n similar manner, and 
Under the elosost examlnatloa It 
ahosaatt not tho slightest sign of life. 
'Jlio pretense was continued until some 
t!n;r. after it had hvun stowed away In 
the captor's pocket, when, with a sud- 
dc.'. (.Tort, It escaped from lis prlsou 
and C)w away us If nothing had hap- 
r eua i. 

Kit Oli'.y are coi-Uaiu individuals ol 
the feathered trlhoa true mimics, but 
It la possible, nay probable, that some 
fow aro ventriloquist*-. Mr. Rigg 
Withers tells us thai during hbj wan- 
dorlnga in the forests of Brazil he dis- 
covered a blrd-ventrlloquistwbleh hae 
a peculiar shrieking cry aa loud as a 
peacock's, and whloh is known as the 
Boll-bird. He thua writes about it: 
"It Is seldom seen la Its wild state, bo- 
lng, like the musical frog, a ventrilo- 
quist of very high powers, and a sun- 
loving bird, a f roquenter of the highest 
tree-tops, where Its snow-white plum- 



age and transparent wings render It 
almost invisible oven when in mo- 
tion." From a description ot this 
bird's performances in confinement It 
appears that 1U notes wore hoard la 
every quarter of tho small village, 
and seemed at times to com* from tbe 
mountains at tho back of the village, 
Jully u quarter of a ratio away. 
% Mr. llowdler Sharpo tells ue that 
one day In early spring, whon In n 
wood near Mongeron, Franco, his car 
was an ostod by a loud and not un- 
musical cry Uko that of a titmouse. 
As tho sound appeared to bo close to 
where ho was standing, ho aoarohed 
all tho trees in the immediate 
neighborhood, but could find no bird 
of tho tit family. At length, howovcr, 
ho discovered that the notes wore pro- 
duced by a creeper which was bually 
engaged In search ol insect-food on a 
treo some ton yards away. Tho cry, 
ho states, was ventriloqulal, sometimes 
appearing to be uttered cloio at hand 
and sometimes at a dlstAnca 

Whether or not tho corncrake is 
gifted with tho power of ventriloquy, 
we do not know, but wo woll remember 
how frequently In our blrd-noBtlug 
days we were deluded by this bird. 
Steadily ranking our way along somo 
hedgo-sldo, we would bo suddenly 
startled by tho "Crake, crake" of tho 
landrail, seemingly closo at hand. 
With "cautious steps nnd slow" wo 
would make our way through tho long 
grass toward tho spot whonce tho 
sound proceeded, when, as though tbe 
bird wore gifted with the power of in- 
visible flight It would be transported 
to a spot somo hundred yards away. 
Towurd this wo would enutiously 
proceed; but just when wo ap- 
peared to bo within a fow f ot 
without a rustic without a blade of 
grass stirring, and apparently without 
a pause, the monotonous "Crake, 
crake" would be heard at a still far- 
ther dlstanoe. As we think of it now, 
we can distinctly recall tho "haunted" 



feeling we experienced as wo stood in 
tho meadow (it was ovcnlng) listening 
to tho landrail's notes, which seemed 
to swell and die away almost to an 
echo, as does a peal of bells on a fitful 
breeae, and we are strongly Inclined to 
think that the cause of the sound ap- 
pearing to emanate from so many 
point* almost at tho some time la due 
to a ventriloqulal power with which 
the bird ia probably endowed. The 
grasshopper warbler and the ring- 
ousel possess similar power*, which 
are, doubtless, a means of protection 
to them, bolng used to lure away tho 
lut ruder from tholr nest*.— Chicago 
Journal.
